White was president and Harold Kalland was secretary.

trial conditions in 1022 scattered many of the members and Un 
club membership fell to abou: 30. 
The pastime of trapshooting is again taking firm hold in the 
community and the officers expect, by next year, to have the mem­ 
bership at the hundred mark. 
Brainerd, in the past, has produced some fine marksmen 
They include George Trent, Sr., who won the diamond badge and 
the professional championship of the state so many times he has 
lost track of the record; Artic White, who also won the diamond 
badge one time and other trophies; Dr. Roy Williams, who won tin 
state championship on single targets at Breezy Point in 1925; 
Harold Kalland, who won the all around championship four years 
straight and has a whole parlorful of cups and other trophies; 
Edw. Anderson, who won a silver trophy at the Sportsmen’s con­ 
vention at Rocky Point, on Gull lake. 
Captain W. ll. Fawcett has always taken a friendly interest 
in the Brainerd Gun club and has assisted to give publicity in na­ 
tional sports journals and his own magazines. 
The captain shoot­ 
ing at the Grand American handicap at Dayton, Ohio, this month, 
broke 95 out of IOO, which is very good shooting and put him 
among the leaders in national trapshooting.

the art of trapshooting. 
Due to careful management and intelligent cooperation then1 
has never been an accident on the grounds. The equipment is all 
modern and well installed. 
The club has three Wonder traps and

Some Nonsensical Demands 


T he Warren Sheaf, as referred to by the Dong Prairie 
Leader, calls a halt on some of the nonsensical demands upon the 
Federal Farm Board in the following appeal: 
“If the newly organized Federal Farm Board should listen to 
all the impractical and unsound recommendations made to it by 
persons who think they have a panacea for all the farmers’ ills, 
then it would use up the generous federal appropriation of $500,- 
000,000 in less than no time and before long would bankrupt the 
whole country. Suppose the government should buy up all the .sur­ 
plus wheat, as has been suggested, then the corn farmers, cotton 
farmers and tobacco growers, potato and fruit raisers, and in fact 
all who grow crops that do not find a ready sale at profitable prices, 
would demand the same treatment, and with good reason too. 
Such a policy would swamp any government. And of all the non­ 
sensical suggestions that have been made, the one to buy up the 
surplus wheat and dump ii in the ocean in order to raise the price, 
is the most unreasonable. The farm board consists of a very abb 
and intelligent group of men and they have been clothed with 
great power, but they cannot go against economic laws, no matter 
how earnestly and sincerely they may wish to help the farmer. 
Their big job will be to place agriculture on a permanent profit­ 
able basis, and not merely for the time tieing. With the hearty co­ 
operation of all wheat growers and farmers generally, t he Federal 
Farm Board will in due time be able to render a real and perma­ 
nent service to American agriculture, at least that is what we all 
hope.”

Debt Cancellation 


T he solution of tile international war debt problem by the 
simple process of writing it off is again to the fore in the form of 
an article in an Fnglish newspaper inv iting the United States to 
cancel on the condition that all governments concerned follow suit. 
From the viewpoint of Europe there is much to be said for the 
plan, but not, perhaps, as much as there seems to be. 
Our obser­ 
vation and experience of European affairs are not such as to en­ 
courage the hope that the governments and peoples of Europe, re­ 
leased I rom debt, would devote all their reliev ed resources to ob­ 
jects ol peace and the purchase of American commodities. 
There. 
is useful suggestion, we believe, in what happened when at the 
Washington conference of 1921 we proposed a general reduction 
o I naval armament. 
Battleships were in fact limited and money 
was saved upon that category, but it proved to bt' a case of what 
our riyals saved on the peanutta they spent on tile dam ma Inman. 
W hat reason have we for hope that it the people of the United 
States cancel their claims for loans to Europe and assume the bur­ 
den themselves that the governments so relieved will not take ad­ 
vantage of the relief to increase their armaments or otherwise to 
advantage themselves in ways far from conducive to our welfare? 
Our generous sacrifice at the W ashington conference brought no 
response in the way of imitation.— Chicago Tribune.
